‘NOT THAT EASY’ —A Senate subcommittee 
resumed hearings on a bill.that would define human 
life as beginning at conception. But unlike testimony 
a month earlier, when seven of eight doctors agreed 


that human life starts. at conception, most witnesses _ 


said determining the actual beginnings of human life 
is not that easy. ‘‘With all due respect to the power 
of Congress, it is trying to do something beyond its 
temporal authority: it is trying to establish the 
mystical, ineffable instant when human life starts,”’ 
said Dr. Jessica O. Davis, a pediatrics professor at 
Cornell University. : 


‘STAND UP,’ BISHOP SAYS— Bishop Arturo 
Rivera Damas, apostolic administrator of San 
Salvador, called on Salvadorans to stand up against 
Soviet and U.S. intervention,’ stop violence and 
achieve peace this year. “‘Our problem seems to 
escape domestic control and to become increasingly 
part of the international tensions and conflict 
between the two big world powers,’’ he said. 


TUITION TAX CREDITS—If you’re the 
parent of a child in a non-public school, don’t start 
spending the money from the tuition tax credits 
candidates promised in the 1980 elections. The 
Reagan administration has said it backs aid to 
private school students. And many supporters and 
even some opponents have said that this Congress 
offers the best chance ever of passing legislation 
giving tax credits for private school tuition. But 
others say the state of the economy could push 
tuition tax credits into the background. 

YEARS AHEAD ‘GREAT?’ — ‘‘The years ahead 
will be great ones for our country, for the cause of 
freedom and the spread of civilization,’’ President 
Ronald Reagan said in a commencement address at 
the University of Notre Dame. ‘“The West won’t 
contain communism, it will transcend communism. 
-We won’t bother to denounce it, we’ll dismiss it as a 
sad and bizarre chapter in human history whose last 
pages are even now being written,’’ he said. 

COMMUNIST PARTY REFORMS —A 
proposed program for reforming the Polish 
Communist. Party. includes increased cooperation — 
with the Catholic Church. “‘The' ‘program says the” 
party favors ‘‘extending the platform of cooperation 
between the state and church.’’ It would also allow 
non-communists to hold government positions and 
hinted that independent trade union Solidarity 
members could be candidates for the legislature.

DISCOURAGEMENT ALWAYS ‘NOT 
ACCEPTABLE’ -— ‘‘For whoever remains rooted 
in Christ, in His love, discouragement is not 
acceptable,’’ Cardinal Agostino Casaroli, papal 
secretary of state, told more than 200 Italian bishops 
two days after the defeat of a _church-backed 
referendum proposal to restrict Italy’s abortion law. 
The cardinal spoke on behalf of Pope John Paul II, 
who had been scheduled until he was shot May 13 to 
preside at the Mass of the Italian bishops’ general 
assembly. 


Recalling the pope’s words of pardon for his © 


assailant, Cardinal Casaroli said: ‘“The world needs 
these words, this example, which for us are sweet if 
not easy, to be repeated every day toward everyone, 
even those separated from us.”’ 


RIGHT TO SPEAK—Cardinal Agostino 
Casaroli, substituting for .the wounded pope, 
delivered a papal talk strongly defending the 
church’s right to speak about political issues. The 
talk was given to about 30,000 European workers. 
The event, a prayer service in St. Peter’s Square, 
marked the 90th anniversary of Pope Leo XIII’s 
encyclical Rerum Novarum, which the 14-page papal 
talk described as the Magna -Charta of Christian 
social thought. The speech also called the encyclical 
‘fa dynamic reference point for the church’s social 
teaching and action in the modern world.”’ 

IRANIAN AMBASSADOR ARRIVES IN 
ROME — Hojatoleslam Seyed Hadi Khosroshahi, 
Iran’s first ambassador to the Holy See since the 
Islamic revolution in that country, arrived in 
Rome. He brought a latter from Iranian religious 
leader, the Ayatollah Khomeini, to Pope John Paul 
II. The contents of the message were not revealed.

Do they teach the faith? 


By Deacon James Steinberg 


SAN DIEGO—Just how good a 
job. are our Catholic schools doing 
when it comes to teaching the Catho- 
lic faith? And will students who have 
received a Catholic education practice 
their faith and remain in the Church 
as adults? 


At a recent meeting of the National 
Catholic Educational Association in 
New York, Catholic educators from 
throughout the United States were 
told that our Catholic schools are a 
‘tremendous asset to the Church.’’ 


THE SPEAKER was William C. 
McCready of the National Opinion 
Research Center, reporting on a 
study of young Catholics between the 
ages of 14 and 29. But 
McCready termed a ‘‘tremendous 
asset’’ is seen by others as a massive 
failure on the part of Catholic schools 
to impart a solid foundation in the 
faith. 


Consider the. following data cited 
by the study, Catholic Schools and Catho- 
lic Youth, Commitment and Community: 


e Three-fourths of those polled 
did not believe the pope was infallible 
on matters of faith and morals, al- 
though this is a defined truth of the 
faith. 

© One-fourth of those polled 
attend Mass only once a year or less. 


e Better than 90 percent. reject 
major Church teachings on marriage, 
morality and pre-marital sex.

remains true that not all Catholics are 
exemplary Catholics and certainly not

all graduates of Catholic schools turn 
out to be exemplary Catholics,’’ but 
still maintained that the schools did a 
‘“presentable job’? in teaching the 
faith, despite his own evidence to the 
contrary. 


Why this apparent failure in 
Catholic education, which in: strictly 
academic areas is demonstrably, better 
than the public school system? 


“THE PERIOD following the 
Second Vatican Council to the mid 
1970s was one of maximum turmoil, 
both in our country and in the 
Church,’’ said Father Dennis Clark, 
diocesan superintendent of schools. 
‘‘And this was reflected in confused, 
inadequate and counterproductive 
religious education, both within our 
schools and in parish CCD 
programs.’’ 


Father Clark points out that there is 
absolutely no data for how well reli- 
gious education fared in our diocese 
in the ten years immediately following 
the Second Vatican Council, but in 
general he does feel that Catholic 
youth who received religious instruc- 
tion during that uncertain period are 
probably the ‘‘least adequately in- 
structed’’ generation in the history of 
the American Catholic Church. 


The period before the Council was 
characterized by a “‘I know it all’’ 
attitude on the part of priests, Sisters, 
and religious educators, said Father 
Clark, and the period immediately 
following the Council by just the

Abp. Lefebvre: Church ‘ruined’ 


BLOOMINGTON, Minn. 
(NC)— Reformers have ruined the 
Church, according to dissident Arch- 
bishop Marcel Lefebvre. 


‘“The priests and bishops have de- 
stroyed the Church with reforms,”’ 
but the traditionalists will continue to 
conserve and maintain the true faith, 
the archbishop told 400 persons. 


ARCHBISHOP Lefebvre, 75, who 
now leads ‘his International Pius X 
Society from a Swiss headquarters, 
celebrated the discontinued Triden- 
tine Mass in a motel. ballroom. He 
also confirmed 99 young people and 
gave first Communion to seven others 
during a nostalgic service like- those 
once familiar to Catholics worldwide.

Pope Paul vi suspended - Arch- 
bishop Lefebvre’s exercise of his holy 
orders after his refusal to accept 
changes after Vatican II. 


In French-accented~ English, the 
archbishop said reforms since Vatican 
II have caused many to abandon their 
Catholic faith. ‘‘We refuse the 
reform. It is against the Church,”’ he 
said. ‘‘We. traditionalists will con- 
serve and maintain the traditions and 


continue the Catholic Church,’’ he 


said. 


QUOTING ST. PIUS X, Arch- 
bishop Lefebvre said the enemy lies 
not only outside the Church but 
within. “‘The enemy is in Rome, in 
the universities,’’ he said. He warned 
the congregation: “‘If you go regularly

to the new Mass slowly you will lose 
the faith and become Protestant. This 
is bad especially for your family.’’ 


Archbishop Lefebvre also said he 
was taught to “‘keep the faith and 
traditions of the Church.’’ If he had 
violated those teachings as a young 
priest, he would have been excommu- 
nicated, he said. Now, because he 
continues the same teachings which 
the Church has since altered, ‘‘I am 
suspended.’’ 

Despite his suspension from priest- 
ly functions, the archbishop has 
continued to ordain men to the priest- 
hood. Under Church law such ordina- 
tions are considered valid—that is, 
true sacramental ordinations—but 
illicit “(illegal).. Those ‘ ordaindd’ are 
automatically suspended from any 
exercise of priestly ministry. 


IN 1978, Archbishop Ignatius 
Strecker of Kansas City, Kan., said 
followers of Archbishop Lefebvre who 
attended the society’s Masses and 
received the sacraments from its 
priests cut themselves off from the 
unity of the Catholic Church. Arch- 
bishop Strecker discussed the matter 
after the Society of St. Pius X had 
acquired a former Jesuit seminary in 
St. Mary’s, Kan., and announced 
plans to establish a parish and schools 
on the site. Archbishop Strecker said 
Catholics who joined the society were 
not excommunicated but cut them- 
selves off from the Church.

Who speaks for the poor? 


It is being argued that President Reagan received a 
mandate from the American people to change our nation’s 
priorities drastically.. The fact of the matter is that he 
received a majority of the votes cast in last November’s 
election, but most eligible Americans did not vote. 


It can be argued that those who did not vote can blame 
no one but themselves if they don’t like the consequences. 
But among the non-voters are a large percentage of the 
under-educated and under-employed people of this 
country. 


Despite their alleged concern for those who lack political 
clout, the Democrats in Congress put up only a token fight 
for their own alternative budget. 


In mid-March, the National Conference of Catholic 
Charities mailed a questionnaire to Catholic Charities 
offices around the country, asking about the effect the 
Reagan budget would have in their local areas. 


In an analysis of the replies, the NCCC cited the 


following examples: 


e In one diocese, 45,000 elderly people would no 
longer be served by the local Catholic Charities nutrition 
program. 


® One third of the family and children services in a 
Texas diocese would be curtailed. 


© In another diocese there would a 90 percent increase 
in the number of people seeking help from the Catholic 
Charities food and clothing center. 


On the eve of the budget vote in the House of 
Representatives, Dominican. Bishop Thomas Kelly, 
general secretary of the United States Catholic Conference, 
sent a personal letter to each member of the House, urging 
support for the Democratic aligmnative budget. 


Bishop Kelly said Hae the’ altefitive budget was ‘an 
improvement’’ over the Reagan budget. 
majority of the Reagan cuts, but restored money for some 
social programs. 


Bishop Kelly further said, ‘‘In a number of important 
areas — food, nutrition, job training programs, low-income 
housing, aid for families with dependent children, 
Medicaid, and social services—the administration’s 
budget cuts would endanger the well-being of many 
persons who, through no fault of their own, need the help 
of the federal government.’’

VATICAN CITY (NC)— Pope John Paul wasn’t there. 
He was lying in a hospital bed. 


But at the time for his usual Wednesday evening general 
audience, more than 500 pilgrims gathered last week for a 
prayer vigil in St. Peter’s Square where the pope would 
normally be seated. 


It was just one week after a Turkish terrorist shot the 
pope in front of 20,000 people as he was headed toward the 
platform to hold his weekly audience. 


This day the portable platform, barricades, se seats 
that usually occupy a large portion of the square were 
gone. Also missing was the huge crowd of thousands of 
prayerful pilgrims and curious tourists who usually come to 
see and hear the Holy Father on Wednesday evenings in 
the spring and summer. 


But around the usual site of the papal platform, at the 
foot of the steps leading to St. Peter’s Basilica, the band of 
pilgrims gathered in a large circle to pray for the wounded 
pontiff and sing hymns for more than an hour. 


Most were from the pope’s native Poland. Groups from 
Cracow and Warsaw carried large identifying banners.

What’s in it for me?

for love. 

THERE IS, OF COURSE, the pernicious kind 
of bribery when love itself is at stake. The threat is to 
withdraw one’s love if.certain conditions are not met 
or chores done. That successfully launches our 
unfortunate child—or adult—into a -state of 
insecurity and anxiety that can affect his entire life. 


It’s not surprising that we take these attitudes into 
our religious beliefs as well. How many Christians, I 
wonder, try to live relatively good lives in the hope 
or expectation of receiving the ‘reward of either 
heavenly or earthly happiness? Getting our reward 
in heaven has been the carrot that has kept many of 
us on the straight and narrow path. But is. there 
really any value in that? Have we, in fact, any right 
to any kind of reward at all? 


We had been discussing the vexing question of the 
mansion in the house of the Father and the theory of 
relative reward for relative good behavior, when 
someone mentioned that salvation was not earned 
but a gift from God and that anything we may do of 
merit on this earth, far from qualifying us for eternal 
bliss, has already been rewarded when we were 
loved into existence by God. 


NOTHING WE CAN DO of ourselves can ever 
come close to earning what God has already given us 
freely: His love, His forgiveness, His life, and His 
joy of being. And since He continues to give freely of 
all these qualities of His person, we have no 
likelihood of ‘‘catching up’’ and squaring accounts, 
at least to the point where we might bargain. 


I suppose it is beeause we put so little value on life 


and have so little comprehension of His love, that we . 


imagine our paltry efforts at loving and living will 


deserve some extra accolade. To live the very best © 


way we can in sheer gratitude for life itself and the 


infinite love Who made it possible is perhaps to | 


achieve a human maturity and spiritual awareness 
that evades most of us. 


We are, in the main, a demanding and selfish 


bunch of God’s children, too preoccupied with 
personal gratification to perceive our respon- 
sibilities, too venal in spirit to value adequately the 
wealth of love freely given. But isn’t it possible that, 
if we were to throw the carrot away and do what is 
necessary to build up the kingdom of God here on 
earth for no reason other than love, we might grow 
more rapidly toward the awareness and maturity 
God wants from us?_™

We share His cross, His glory 


May 31, 1981, Seventh Sunday of Easter. Acts 
1:12-14; 1 Peter 4:13-16; John 17:1-11. 

This is the last of the Easter Sundays, and next 
week’s feast of Pentecost will close out the Paschal 
season. The Ascension has come and gone, and so 
-have the 40 days during which the Risen Lord 
showed Himself to the disciples and verified that He 
had indeed triumphed over death itself. 


After returning to Jerusalem, the apostles, with 
Peter at the head, went to the upstairs room and 
devoted themselves to constant prayer. This is most 
likely the same room where they had shared in 
‘Jesus’ Last Supper, the first Eucharist. 


THE CHURCH WAS about to be born, and 
already the ecclesia is gathered; the descent of the 
Holy Spirit is just a short time away. The Twelve 
wait in prayer, assembled as they were on that Holy 
Thursday night when Jesus gave them the 


priesthood, but this time the women who had 


followed Jesus so long and faithfully have joined 
them to make a true community. 


The suffering of this world in general, and the 
special trials of the Christian in particular, are the 
recurring theme of First Peter.We are encouraged in 
our suffering, made all the more redemptive because 
it is a share in Jesus’ passion, it unites us to His 
cross. 


Especially blessed are those who suffer through no 
fault of their own except that they are following in 


the footsteps of the Lord. There is no dishonor here | 


except as the world sees things, and Jesus has 
triumphed over the world. 

TRIAL AND TRIBULATION, when we read 
First Peter in context, is merely the test of our faith. 


Those who persevere and do not lose heart will reap 


the reward of heavenly glory. But even now we will 
never be tested Beyond our capacity to endure; 
God’s grace is sufficient for any test if we have faith. 


The last chapter of Jesus’ farewell discourse, as 


given to us by St. John, is in fact the great priestly 
prayer of the Lord for His Church. Jesus prays for 
Himself, for The Twelve, and then for a// who will 
remain behind in this world, in whom the glory of 
God will one day be revealed. 


The final goal of our faith in Christ Jesus stands 
revealed in eternal life, to know the one living and 
true God who has revealed Himself perfectly and 
completely in the Incarnate word. 


THE CHRISTOLOGY OF St. John in the first 
chapter of his Gospel, which speaks of the eternal . 
word made flesh, is employed again, but this time 
Jesus reveals His own divinity in unmistakable 
terms: - 


Upon His return to the side of the Father from 
whom He came, He will once again share in the 
glory of the Trinity, the heavenly brilliance He had 
from all eternity, a glory He emptied Himself of 
when He came down from heaven and took on our 
flesh in the womb of His Virgin Mother. *

opposite attitude: “T know nothing.”’ 


RELIGION IS an academic disci- 
pline which can be graded like any 
other subject, says Father Clark, yet 
during that period some teachers even 
stopped: giving grades or demanding 
the right answers from their students. 

‘The period was characterized by 
an ‘if it feels good, do ‘it’ kind of 
morality,’’ said Father Clark. “Tt was 
simply the ‘me’ generation.”’ 


But there has been a stabilization 
since 1975, says Father Clark, ‘‘and 
people have recognized their excesses, 
regained their nerve, and are once 
again realizing that there is doctrinal 
content to what we teach.’’ 


“THE YEARS since 1975 have seen 
a ‘‘marked evolution in religious in- 
struction,’’ says Father Clark, who 
cited sacramental preparation 
programs, campus ministry, and 
community. service programs within 
the schools as an example of a new 
approach to teaching—and 
living — the Catholic faith. 


“The last five years, especially,” 
said Father Clark, ‘‘have been 
marked by a concentrated effort to get 
our house in order and to éxpand our 
attention to the religious needs of our 
young people.”’ 

The purpose of the Catholic school 
is not only to give the very best in 
education—the three Rs—to our 
students, but ‘‘to give them an actual 
experience of what it means to live as 
a member of a Christian community 
and to provide them with the tools to 
do it,’’ said Father Clark. 


(“THEY MUST not only know 


what a Catholic believes, and this 
includes the moral and social teaching 
of the Church, but must also be a part 
of the Church’s sacramental life as 
well.”’ 

Only this way, feels Father Clark, 
will our young people be able to live 
as full, participating members of the 
Catholic Church, and grow up to be

IN HIS LETTER, Bishop Maher said,

to speak out boldly 


CINCINNATI—Christ warned 
his disciples that the people would 
reject them when they. spoke out 
boldly, but that same boldness is 
needed today even though the price 
remains high, Auxiliary Bishop Nor- 
bert Gaughan of Greensburg, Pa., 
told Catholic journalists in a homily 
recently. * 


Bishop Gaughan, chairman of the 
communication committee of the 
United States Catholic Conference, 
spoke at a Mass for the Catholic Press 
Association convention. 


IN CALLING FOR modern dis- 
ciples, the bishop, who is honorary 
president of the CPA, said, ‘‘Christ- 
ians are still hated because they want 
to make the Christian Gospel alive.”’ 

The task of the Catholic press, he 
said, must be ‘‘nothing else than 


totally committed witness to work 


within the Christian community so 
that Jesus may be truly represented to 
others,’’ so that His word may be pro- 
claimed ‘‘from the housetops.’’ 


Noting that Pope Leo XIII said 
‘“‘the first law of history is to let 
nothing untrue be said and nothing 
true unsaid,’’ Bishop Gaughan sug- 
gested the words should serve as a 
guideline for the Catholic press. But 
room must be left, he cautioned,. for 
“honest and sincere disagreement.”’ 


THE CATHOLIC PRESS can 
‘provide a place for public debate 
among Catholics, even if we set forth 
our ‘reasons for an action that we 
believe is in keeping with the 
Gospel.’” But when disagreements 
and challenges come, he said, ‘‘it is 
up to each person or group to make a 
convincing case and win others to the 
viewpoint..”’

NC aids Catholic newspapers 


Known for half a century as the primary 
source of national and world news appearing in 
the U.S. Catholic press, NC News Service 


_today supplies up-to-the-minute teletype 


reports to broadcasters as well as publishers. 


NC News Service provides domestic and 
world news daily by wire throughout the con- 
tinental U.S. and. to Rome—with outlets 
available in other European centers—and by 
mail to print and broadcast media in 40 
countries. 


THERE’S AN EQUAL emphasis on each 
part of NC’s name: National Catholic News 
Service. 

It is national in its essential concern with 
providing news to Catholic media in the United 
States; but it has an equal concern to provide 
coverage for the Canadian Catholic press. (It 
also is international, both in gathering and 
distributing the news.) 


It is Catholic in its ownership and in its educa- 


‘tional programs. But it operates with a broad 
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interfaith outlook. Its material is available to 
Protestant, Jewish, and other subscribers. 

IT WORKS HARD to present news objec- 
tively, fully, honestly, and quickly. In a typical 
year: it distributes some 8,000 stories and 
articles. 


It emphasizes ‘service in rapid distribution of 


_news, pictures, and features — utilizing its own 
teletype network throughout the continental 


U.S. and in Europe. It also provides direct 
service to Catholic newspapers requesting 
counsel in solving business and production 


‘problems, to bishops seeking help in estab- 


lishing new periodicals, to the U.S. Catholic 
Conference in obtaining reference information 
from the NC library. 


NC News Service is the frontrunner in its 
field. Operating without a subsidy, empha- 
sizing professionalism, it serves more than 200 
newspapers and broadcasters. It responds to 
the fact that Catholics are reading more than 
ever.

SAN DIEGO —Liturgists joke 
about those priests who schedule and 
celebrate Sunday Mass in a busy 
parish so as to avoid a traffic jam in 
the church parking lot as people leave 
one Mass and others arrive for the 
next. 


But to Stephen J. Circo, coordi- 


‘nator for the diocesan Office of 


Communications and producer of the 
Sunday Mass which airs weekly at 7 
a.m. on KCST-TV, Channel 39, 
Mass must be celebrated in exactly 28 


minutes and 47 seconds, no more and - 


no less. 


That’s precisely the amount of time 
allowed by the station to fit the Mass 
into a half-hour format; a picture of 
Mission Basilica San Diego de Alcala, 
the ringing of the mission’s bells, and 


the closing credits complete the 


program. 


‘‘THIS TIMING becomes all the 
more ccritical,’? explained Circo, 


“when you take into account that the 


station allows us no editing-or post- 
production time. We have to be right 
the first time around, because if we 
make a mistake we can’t go back and 
tape the program over again.”’ 


The Sunday television Mass is | 


important both to the diocese and to 
those who watch it, said Circo. “‘It 


provides those people who are shut in 
or confined because of age or physical 
disability to still participate and share 
in the liturgy.’ 


In addition to the Mass itself, the 
Office of Communications also makes 
available to its television congregation 
a free copy of the Sunday St. Joseph 
Missal, which contains all of the 
readings and variable Mass prayers 
for the entire year. 

PART OF Circo’s job as producer 
involves the scheduling of celebrants, 
lectors, .and music groups from 
parishes throughout the diocese, 
usually two or three months in ad- 


vance of the actual taping. Host of the 


weekly program is always Father 
William Gold, pastor of St. Margaret 
Church in Oceanside. 

The Mass itself is taped on Sunday 
evenings, two weeks prior to the 


broadcast date. A duplicate tape is . 


then sent ‘to station KWHY-TV, 
Channel 22, for broadcast in the 
Archdiocese of Los Angeles. 


As with any other television pro- 
gram, time is the critical element, and 
during the taping of the Mass Circo 
sits next to the director in the control 
room and monitors each part of the 
liturgy against a ‘‘backtime’’ sheet 
which tells where the celebrant should 
be at that point in the program; a

“WE ONCE HAD a celebrant 
who went so slow that the time ran 
out while he was receiving .Com- 
munion,”” said Circo. ‘‘This was 
when we were taping two Sunday 
Masses back-to-back, every other 
week. -He overcompensated during 
the next taping and practically had to 
preach a second homily off the cuff at 
the end of the liturgy to fill up the 28 
minutes and 47 seconds of tape time 
allotted to him.”’ 
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39 studios on Kearney Mesa is a set 
which duplicates the sanctuary of an 
actual’ church. Prior to this, all 
Masses had been taped against a plain 
black backdrop, called a ‘‘soft 
cyclorama.”’ 


‘‘We wanted to give people the feel- 
ing of really being in a church, and 
not simply looking at a progam taped 
inside a television studio,’’ explained 
Circo.

Because of this, a new set of guide- 
lines has been worked out between the 
Office of Communications and Father 
Raymond G. O’Donnell, director of 
the diocesan Center for Liturgy and 
Prayer. 


‘“‘We are constantly receiving 
letters and requests for Missals,’’ said 
Circo. ‘‘From the standpoint of the 
shut-in person, the Sunday television 
Mass is sometimes their only contact 
with the Church.”? —

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A New Wave 


The Catholic Communication Campaign is a national 
program of the-Catholic bishops $rithe, United States for 
evangelization through the mass media. 


The campaign is funded through the annual collection 
in Catholic churches. Half of the money raised in a 
diocese is used for local communications programs; the 
remaining share is used for national projects. 


In this partnership between the United States Catholic 
Conference and the dioceses, the Catholic 
Communication Campaign encourages innovation in the 
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use of all media—the press, radio, television, film, and 
developing, technologies. yOther priorities include the 
promotion of education and training in the use of media, 
the promotion of involvement in communications law 
and public policy issues, and assistance for Catholic 
communications programs in developing nations. 


To date, some 54 projects have been funded over the 


two-year life span of the campaign. Our diocesan » 


collection this year is aimed at funding for our diocesan 
office of communications and our evangelization 
programs. 


Satellite Project 


The Satellite Project is the result of a feasibility study 
for a national Catholic telecommunications network. In 
March of this year, the administrative board of the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops voted 
unanimously to go ahead with the plan. 

Though the system will pass through several stages 
before it-reaches its full potential, initial satellite service of 
five hours'a day, five days a week is planned for the spring 
of 1982. Approximately 75 dioceses will have to opt for the 
system to make the project feasible. 

TECHNICAL PLANS FOR this national 
telecommunications network are well advanced. The 
participating diocesés will need to be equipped with earth 
stations, called down links, to receive television broadcasts 
and other services transmitted by the Westor 
communications satellite. The first program origination 
center; called an uplink, will be located in New York. Ifa 
second uplink is built, it will be on the West Coast. 

Two, major hurdles in the project include the cost of 
the system and the ability to produce enough quality 
programs. However, proponents.of the television network 
believe that in time the cost will take care of itself if the 
quality of the programming is good. : 

Father Michael Dempsey, Satellite Project director 
from Brooklyn, compares the significance of the Church’s 
promotion of the satellite plan with that of the bishops’ 
decision to build a Catholic school system to educate the 
large numbers of immigrants in the last century. The 
project, although adventuresome and costly, is considered 
the most effective way to reach out in today’s world. 

UNLIKE THE SCHOOL SYSTEM, however, the 
cost of the satellite system can be recovered in self- 
supporting ways. 


‘‘The satellite system of its very nature generates 
income,’’ said Father Dempsey. ‘‘Granted you need seed 
money to start, but there is no reason why relatively soon 
the system should not be paying for-itself out of income it 
generates, including income from outside the Church.”’ 

Still, the cost of the system is a major investment for 
the Church. The National Catholic Television. Network 
(NCTN) itself will spend about $1 million the first year for 
operating costs and the cost of leasing time on the Westor 
satellite. 


Costs for participating dioceses will include the 
receiving equipment, video tape equipment, tapes, 
copyright fees, and other distribution costs. 

THE SATELLITE SYSTEM has the potential for 
reducing some diocesan operating costs. Besides 
transmitting television programming, it) will be able, in 
time, to transmit photos and written material. In addition 


- it’ will have the capability for teleconferencing, a method 


of carrying ‘‘live’’ meetings over the air between people at 
different centers, thus reducing travel costs of bishops and 
personnel of Church agencies. The transmission of 
printed material could reduce postage costs. 


Getting the material from the uplinks to'the diocese is 
the easiest part of the process. The challenge for each 
individual diocese is the redistribution of programs. 
Initially programs can be recorded off the satellite and 
redistributed to cable systems in the diocese or distributed 
from a central video tape library to parishes and 
institutions. 

“Newer cable systems with 35 or more channels can 
provide their subscribers with free educational and 
religious access channels. It is important, however, for 
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dioceses and Church members to be actively involved in 
the franchising process of the local cable systems to 
guarantee the availability of these access channels. 


REDISTRIBUTION OF PROGRAMS to homes in 
rural areas will be more difficult, requiring cooperative 
long-range plans. Parishes with video tape recorders in 
these areas could obtain the programs from the library. 

A wide variety of new programs will be developed for 
the network. Some will provide entertainment ‘that is 
family oriented and respectful of moral and religious 
values. Others will be instructional programs benefitting 
the educational ministry.to adults and children. 

Many grants awarded by the Communication 
Campaign have been used to produce radio and television 
programs and public service spots. The creation of NCTN 
itself will present a new outlet for the creative talents of 
media professionals. 


THIS COMMUNICATIONS SYSTEM is not an 
effort to compete with the electronic Church, but is a use 
of modern technology to support and facilitate the 
Church’s mission to reach people where they live, in a 
language they understand. 

Let us make participation in the satellite project one 


of the goals of this year’s Communication Collection. It 


has great potential for reaching out across our diocese to 
provide programs for parish renewal, continuing 
education, family life education, school services, social 
concerns and for clergy, laity, senior citizens, youth, the 
handicapped, and innumerable groups. 

The possibilities for its use will develop as we become 
more aware of the tremendous potential of this 
slumbering media giant awakening in the Church.

Or- 
dained less than a year ago, he was on 
his first assignment asa priest when 
shot twice in the back of the head.

Father Jackson’s.body at about 8:30 
a.m. and theorized he had surprised a 
thief in the rectory. According to 
earlier reports, he was missed when 
he failed to appear as usual for the 
morning Mass.

do—to love one another.’’ 


According to Capt. Robert W. 
Dailey, who heads the criminal inves- 
tigation division of the Jackson Police 
Department, a suspect was arrested.in 
Jackson two days after the murder. 
The suspect was identified as 32-year- 
old Laron Ronald Williams of 
Memphis, an escapee from the 
Memphis Correctional Center also 
accused of killing a police officer in 
Memphis May 11. 


“IT IS ABSOLUTELY a bur- 
glary and murder, no religious over- 
tones whatsoever,’’ Dailey added. 


In what was to be a crucial exper- 
ience, the future priest also served 
with the U.S. Air Force from 1968-70 
as a co-pilot of military transport 
plans flying arms and ammunition 
into South Vietnam and _ bringing 
back wounded soldiers and the bodies 
of the dead. “‘It was not easy to 
witness this human tragedy trip after 
trip,’’ he said years later in a pre- 
ordination interview with Common 
Sense, newspaper of the Diocese of 
Memphis. — 


While stationed in Dover, Del., 
and flying the overseas missions, he 
became friends with college-age 
Catholics. Their influence and the 
horror of war and violence which he 
saw helped foster his decision to seek 
conscientious objector status.

La ultima vez que hablé el Papa Juan Pablo II en 
la plaza de San Pedro fué para defender la vida 
humana—inocente vida humana—la vida. de la 
mds indefensa de las personas, la criatura en el 
vientre de la madre. Tres dias después, en esa 
misma plaza, su propria vida fué blanco de la 
violencia que aflije a nuestra sociedad. 

En los dos y medio ajios de su poentificado, el Papa 
Juan Pablo II ha tenido un interés principal: la 
defensa del hombre. El hombre fué el tema de su 
primera enciclica, Redemptor Hominis. El 
hombre—su dignidad humana y sus derechos 
humanos—ha sido la preocupaciédn de_ sus 
exhaustivos viajes alrededor del mundo. En 
Redemptor. Hominis, el Santo Padre dice que Dios 
extrajo al hombre de Su propria naturaleza. Por este 
motivo, dice, el hombre tiene una relacidén especial 
con Dios—y con los demas hombres. Ademas, esta 
relacidn es afirmada y encarecida por la redencidn 


del hombre a causa de los sufrimientos y la muerte 


de Jesucristo. 

Todo esto, ha dicho el papa, tiene implicaciones 
en todas las dimensiones de la vida real. Para 
transmitir, educar, y exhortar.a los hombres sobre el 


"impacto que esta realidad debe tener en su vida 
‘diaria, el Papa Juan Pablo II-ha viajado a todo el 


mundo y ha traido gente a Roma. El sinodo sobre la 
familia, con sus delegados formados por parejas de 
matrimonios, es un ejemplo de sus esfuerzos por 
relacionar las ensefianzas de la Iglesia con las 
realidades de la vida familiar. 

En sus viajes mundiales, el papa se ha dirijido. a 
gobiernos, politicos, empleados, patrones—todas 
las entidades que afectan las condiciones 
econémicas, sociales y culturales de la vida. Ha 
traido la profundidad.completa de las ensefianzas de 
la Iglesia a sentir en areas especificas y 
problematiccas del mundo, tal como Polonia, 
Irlanda, Africa, Latinoamerica. 

En Polonia, habl6 a los lideres gubernamentales 
polacos a su llegada a Varsovia. Para ellos enuncid 
las obligaciones de un gobierno hacia su pueblo. 

En la aldea indigena de Cuipan, en el estado 
mexicano de Oaxaca, defendidé los derechos de los 
indios—los mds probres entre los pobres. En 
Puebla, hizo eco al Papa Juan XXIII, cuando

afirmé que toda la propiedad privada lleva consigo 
una hipoteca social y que los duefios tienen una 
obligacién de compartir, justamente con los 
trabajadores los frutos de su trabajo de la tierra. 


En Favela Vidigal, un barrio paracaidista en 
Brazil compuesto de tejabanes de cartén, drenajes 
abiertos, y miseria diaria, el Papa Juan Pablo II se 
quitdé el anillo del dedo y se lo did a la parroquia. 
Esto, para el pueblo de ese barrio y para el resto del 
mundo, simbolizé el matrimonio de la Iglesia con los 
pobres. 


Asi como las jornadas del primer Pablo, estos 


viajes papales son viajes de ensefianza. Durante 
estos viajes, el papa a menudo dé 60 o 70 platicas, 
muchas de ellas discursos de mayor importancia, 
cubriendo las realidades de la vida del pueblo en la 
zona que visita.

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Bishop hits TV portrayal of diocese 


WILMINGTON, Del. (NC)— 
The portrayal of the Catholic Church 
and the Wilmington diocese in the 
television drama The Gentleman Bandit 
was sharply criticized by Bishop 
Thomas J. Mardaga. 


_ Calling the CBS show ‘“‘unfair and 
inaccurate,’’ the bishop denounced 
the show’s representation of the 
diocese’s role in the case of Father 
Bernard Pagano, the Wilmington 
diocesan priest arrested on charges of 
armed robbery more than two years 


ago. Another man later confessed to’ 


the crimes. 


BISHOP MARDAGA, who has 
headed the diocese since 1968, said ‘‘I 
not only resent, I deny categorically”’ 
the portrayal of the Church as 
‘“yncaring, legalistic, formal, aloof 
with regard to one if its own priests.”’ 

The bishop termed the show’s por- 
trayal of the Church “‘medieval.”’ 

Father Pagano said he thought the 
show gave a ‘‘fair appraisal’’ of the 
diocese’s role. The 55-year-old priest 


- said that although he was a consultant 


for the show, the majority of its 
content, including the portrayal of 


diocesan officials’ roles, was based on - 


newspaper reports of his arrest and 
subsequent trial. 

His input was limited to matters of 
liturgical and sacramental rites, he 
said. 


ACCORDING TO the bishop, the 
program was inaccurate not only with 
regard to Chureh practices and 

‘‘atmosphere,’’ but also concerning 
the specifics of the Father Pagano 
case. He particularly addressed the 


question of the diocese’s support of © 


the priest, who was cleared of charges 
when.the other man admitted being 


the ‘‘Gentleman Bandit, ane gunman . 


who robbed small stores in Delaware 
and Pennsylvania in the winter of 
1979. g 


In the two-hour TV drama, the 
Wilmington Church hierarchy was 
represented by a fictionalized 
‘‘visiting monsignor,’’ who refused 
Father Pagano’s pleas for support and 
who was quoted as saying he would 


back the Delaware State Police fully 
in the investigation. 


The bishop said his statement that 
he would ‘‘cooperate in every way 
possible,’? which appeared in news- 
paper accounts following Father 
Pagano’s arrest, was misinterpreted. 
‘‘I would cooperate to the extent that 
the Church would not remain aloof 
from this,’’ the bishop said, adding 
that he ‘‘got the impression that some 
felt I was. part of the prosecution.”’ 

RECOUNTING the events imme- 
diately following the arrest, Bishop 
Mardaga said he was taken to state 


‘police headquarters, where he spoke 


with Father Pagano for about 90 
minutes. He said they discussed a 
possible’ defense and _ that Father 
Pagano was informed the diocese 
would help as much as possible. 


At a recent press conference the 
bishop told why diocesan funds could 
not be used to aid the defense. 


‘“‘Every penny we get from the 
parishes and most of the funds we get 
otherwise are earmarked for specific 
purposes, and we can neither legally 
nor morally divert them,’’ he said. He 
said he gave his blessifig to the fund- 
raising campaign of parishioners at 
St. Mary Refuge of Sinners Church, 
Cambridge, Md., where Father 
Pagano was then associate pastor. 


Bishop Mardaga said he could not | 


authorize a diocesanwide collection. 
“T cannot authorize collections for 
individuals,’’ he said. Such a collec- 
tion would be a ‘‘terrible precedent,”’ 
he added. 


THE BISHOP ALSO said the 
diocesan vicar general, Msgr. Paul J. 
Taggart, met with Father, Pagano’s 
lawyer,;.Carl Schnee, several times to 
help build a defense. 


The bishop also said that diocesan 
officials and Father Pagano are 
working together to find’a new assign- 
ment for the priest, who is currently 
living at St. Patrick’s parish, 
Wilmington. Meanwhile, the bishop 
said Father Pagano is free to raise 
funds in order to pay off his debts, 
which the priest has estimated at
